Method(s) for making and using the 
product are also provided. The alkaline phosphatase sequence is a known 
sequence [see J. Biochem. 126: 694-699, 1999, Applicants' IDS), and dextran 
has been used in conjugating a variety of molecules. However, no prior 
reference taken alone or in combination either teach, suggest or provide 
motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the skills available in the 
area of enzymology or molecular biology or make obvious the claimed tns-AP- 
dextran conjugate or methods of making and using the conjugate.
